In writing you recently to tell you that I had discovered still more thievery

A young woman is retyping my terrible typing &f the rough 
draft. Yesterday she brought more of her work to me., (She is numbering chapter pages 
beginning with 1 because they may be shifted around.) ^his morning, reading what she 
returned retyped, I came to the chapter well into thi3 long manuscript,"Trust He/ 1 'm 
a Tliief David Lifton. I enclose pages 16-21. There are earlier references to "^ick" 
that are not necessary to the purposes for which ^ now write# I think you may well 
recognize who "Joe" is but I did not use his name for the purpose stated# 

As I asked you to . tell Adams and the others in Internal Affairs involvdd in the 
covering- £tp of what Waybright did, I cannot accept tlia’t~^^^ r Because of the serious 
damage to me and to my work, I-iy most recent discovery of what Waybright alone could have 
stolen and in wJiicli Idfton alone could have any interest happens to be what I regard as 
important JFK assassination evidence but it involves a man who is a crony of Lifton 1 s# 

If you are ever here again and arc interested I'll tell you why. It was when 'l was able 
tc return to tJiis book and liad come to where I'll use it that I dscovered the thefts. 

It is something I do not want used out of context so if say nothing more about' it now. 

As I probably told you and as I think you know enough about me to know, I have no 

interest in public scandals per se. Tliat does</&ot mean that if I believe one is required 

I would do nothing about it. In fact ^ have that in mind right now unless I get full re- 
dress, d the return of all tliat Waybright stole. While I am not in a position to know 

all that he |could have stolen, I know tliat he alone was in a position to steal more 
than I've indicated he alone could have stolen.

When we spoke I did 
not recall Way bright ' s bragging about using the computer network fbr Livingstone. But 
when I mentioned it to ^il she reminded mo tliat he had even offered to do that for us. 

Then I remembered more, as you'll see. 
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When I made copies of these pages to send you I also made copies to send to a repor- 
ter friend if and when I am convinced that the police will do nothing about this other 
than hope that their whitewash sticks a little longer. I am not now sending anything to 
this reporter friend. But because of newly-discovered additional health reverses I'll 
write him, with duplicates of these enclsoures, so that if I am not able to mail it to 
him will. (Dopplers on both legs reveal no functioning artery in either one. And 
I am 81 and frail.) 



With regard to tMs book, Inside the JFK Assassination Indus t.v . I have not mentioned 
it to any publisher and 1 have ncjplans for that as of now. Frankly, it is so critical 
of so many, including publishers, who have exploited’ and commercialized the JFK assassi- 
nation, quite/* a gow publislicrs will not bo happy about what it says. However, others 
who are not mentioned, might well be. Only time will tell. 

It will in any event be a record for our Mstriiry, my primary objective in all I 
liave written., 

But if and when it is published, 1 think the position of the Baltimore police will 
be ever so much better if it can say that when we became aware of this we rectified it 
promptly. 

I do not care wliat happens to Waybright, if anything. Not that hd does not deserve 
piuiij^mgent for wliat he lias done to me and to others. Including, and I have this in writing 
from those with first-person knowledge, showing his Baltimore badge in Dallas and rep- 
resenting that wliat ho was doing there he was doing for the Department. As you Ban see, 
tliat nob being necessary to what I wrote, I did not make a Mg deal of it. 

And then there is the covering up of Livingstone's writing a letter on a police 
letterhead about which it did nothing, ^liis ought not be overlooked. 

As of now my interest is in recovering wliat Waybright stole. With regard to my 
commentary on Idf ton's book, as I wrote him, 1 have no objection to liis keeping a copy. 

Tlie letters the theft of which I refer to above were written by Kerry |&ornley, 
who was in the ^arines with Oswald, but that is not the subject of those letters, to a 
fine man who was a friend and whose name I want protected. His name is PM1 Boatright. 

He then lived in Omaha. We liave not been in touch for years. Hi 3 name does not appear in 
any Commission redords or in any FBI assassination records. I do not want Mm subject 
to any possible embarrassment. I interviewed Mm in connection with Kerry ^hornley, 

Lif ton's pal, because of a special interest I had in I’hornley that does have to do with 
the assassination investigation and is in neither any Commission nor FBI records. I did 
wliat they did not do to obtain^ the information ^ now do not want generally known. It 
is not in my view insigMficant information. 



I hope, of course, that the police department will now do what it can do to effect 
the return to me of what Waybright alone could have stolen. 48 y the way, there is a wit- 
ness to wliat 1 refer to in the enclosed pages about those missing Oswald pages and 
how Way fright arranged so that with my physical limitations there would be little chance 
of my discovering what he did. There was, because there was no space for ^t in that 
Oswald file drawer, an overflow into another file drawer, in a box. I loaned that box 
to that writer, lie has recently returned it for my writing, He saw that there was am^le 
space for it in the Oswald file drawer after what Waybright took filr^it but that before 
tliat theft there was no for it. And that is on a subject of the announced Lifton 

coming book. 



As I told Adams the one time he phoned the department is welcome to any relevant 
information * liavo, and as you know, 1 gave you a file of some correspondence and told 
you you could copy any of it for the department you thought might be of interest to it. 

1 am not now physically able to make any searches but the Hopartment is still welcone to 
any tiling relevant 1 have. 

If you or the department liave not road Livingstone*s Killing the ^ruth . which isnw 
what he did in i : t (incredibly, just had a letter from him!) I suggest that there ia an 
obvious Waykright international use of tho police computer system and perhaps networks 



to locate the woman who as a young nurse named Diana Bowron, was one of the 

first to participate bin Dallas treatment of the President. As usual for him, Livingstone's 
sole interest was in contriving a fllse case he wanted for Ms own impossible theory 
tlu’ough her. He was not interested in and did not ask her about the important evidence 
of which she liab per s onal knowledge. He iwis ijed what she aaid to give it a moaning 

it does not liave. She is married and lives in Ehgland. Waybright traced her there through 
other countries. . , '
